TODAY THE HOUSE PASSES THE BILL 


Ex-Secrétary Fairchild Telegraphs a Bid 
for $30,000,000 of Mr. Carlisle’s 
Issue of Bondse 


Washington, January 31.—(Special.)—By a 

vote of 175 to 56 the committee of the whole 
_ house adopted the income tax as an amend- 
ment to the tariff bill today. Of the fifty- 
six vates in the negative not more than 
about thirty-three were democrats and they 
consisted of the New Yorkers, two mer 
from Pennsylvania and threé or four from 
New Engiand. It was a wonderful victory 
for the income tax, and it was done by 
democratic votes, too. Not more than fifty 
republicans were present when the vote 
was taken and some of them did not vote. 
Only one change was made in the internal] 
revenue features of the bill today. That 
was the change of the bonded period for 
whisky, leaving the period three years, as 
is the present law. The paragraph in the 
bil increasing the whisky tax from 90 cents 
to $1 was adopted . 

Part of the amendment to the whisky 
tax was made on the motion of Mr. Carter 
Tate, of Georgia. When the debate opene: 
this morning Mr. Tate offered an amend. 
ment to the Wilson bill making the whisky 
tax % cents, as at present, and the bondet 
period three years, as at present, instead of 
eight That portion of his amend. 
ment decreasing the bonded period was 
adopted, but the other was voted down. In 
urging the adoption of his amendment Mr 
Tate was given five minutes and made quite 
a neat little speech, arguing that the 
change made by the Wilson bill would 
ybenefit the large distillers by driving the 
small ones out of business. He also con- 
tended ‘that under one clause of the bill 
whisky now in bonded warehouses could 
only be taxed 90 cents, while the man whc 
sold his whisky directly from Kis distillery 
as he made it would be required to pay $1..

A Single Tax Bill. 

Mr. Maguire, of CaTTornia, has introduced 
a single tax bill in the house. The bill pro- 
Vides for the collection of something over 
$60,000,000 in direct tax upon land values 
anportioned among the several states in 
Proportion -to the population, The bi.] fol- 
lows the general principles of the direct 
tax laid in 1798. It provides for the assess- 
ment of the value of land exclusive of im- 
provements and requires that the lands be 
assessed at their full market value. Upon, 
completion of assessment the rate of tax- 
ation for the time stated shall be fixed with 
reference to the assessed value of land in 
that state ahd the amount of direct tax 
apportioned to that state. Each state is 
authorized to assess and collect the tax by 
its own methods and through its own 
Officers. 

The bil! will probably never see the light 
of day, but still Mr. Maguire believes it 
Will pass, and in speaking of it said: 

“I prefer the income tax to the tariff tax 
AS 4 means of raising public revenue. It 
is a system of public taxation for pub- 
lic purposes, while the tariff tax is laid 
only in part for the support of the govern- 
ment, while it creates opportunities for in- 
finitely greater taxation for the benefit of 
individuals and classes. The income tax, 
While theoretical'y bearing upon the for- 
tunes of the rich, has always proved in 
practice to be one of the highest premiums 
upon fraud and evasion.

Sherman Supports the Administration. 

Senater Sherman de‘ivered a long speech 
in the senate yesterday on the bond ques- 
tion, in which he declared that the secre- 
tary of the treasury had full power to 
issue and sell bonds to maintain the gold 
reserve. He said that it was unpatriotic to 
question this power at a time when the 
revenues Of the government were insuffi- 
pases to hegre. expenditures.

000. The official statement of -the treasury, 
to be issued tomorrow, will show that the 
expenses during the last seven months have 
exceeded the receipts by $46,000,000, and there 
has been the most rigid economy on the 
part of the treasury officials. 

In the senate there was a very vigorous 
debate today on the question of bonds, both 
parties claiming that the other was re- 
Sponsible for the condition of affairs. 

The leaders of the house have decided to 
take up the Hawaiian question for consid- 
eration on Friday or Saturday of this week. 
The discussion over it promises to be very 
lively. 

The Senate's Delay. 

That the senate committees are now ex- 
amining with more deliberation than usual 
the nominations sent to the senate by the 
president is evident by the fact that there 
are about forty of these, which were sent 
to the senate before the Christneas holidays, 
which will remain unacted upon, the nomi- 
nations which were made during the extra 
session and were again made at the begin- 
ning of the present session.« Of the forty 
appointments upon which the senate has 
not acted fifteen are for offices in the state 
of New York, two in Missouri, two in Ten- 
nessee, two In Pennsylvania, two in Maine 
and one each in various other states. 

The New York appointments which have 
been he'd up are the most important. There 
are known to be protests against confirma- 
tion growing out of local causes in some 
of these cases, but the impression is gain- 
ing ground that senatorial opposition is re- 
sponsible for the delay in many cases. Reée- 
ports on some of these older New York 
nominations are unquestionably delayed in 
committee at the request of the New York 
senators, and ‘the same is also true in the 
case of some of the other states. 

Senators say that the delay is to be at- 
tributed to a desire to exercise a due pre- 
caution in making reports. 

The State Bank Tax. 

The committee on banking and currency 
of the house has agreed to vote on the bill 
repealing the state bank tax at its meet- 
ing Friday. The vote will be taken on the 
bill of “Mr. Cox, of Tennessee, which un- 
conditionally repeals the state bank tax. 
It is understood that Mr. Warner, of New 
York, will vote with the southern men in 
favor of reporting the bill. This will give 
Mr. Cox's bill one majority and a favorable 
report to the house. Speaker Crisp, who 
is very much interested in this bill, will 
arrange for its immediate consideration by 
the house.

Gorman Says That Unconditional Re- 
peal Caused Much et the Trouble. 


Washington, January 31.—The entire time 
of the senate today was consumed in. the 
discussion of the resolution of Senator 
Stewart, of Nevada, declaring that the sec- 
retary of the treasury has no power to is- 
ee bonds for which bids have been 
invited. 

Senator Allen opened 
favor of the resolution. Senator Hoar sur- 
oo some or his repubiican colleagues 

y Sustaining the position taken by Senators 
Allen and Gorman. Hoar made a Speech 
replying to partisan strictures of Senator 
n exX- 
pression of his opinion as to the 2 uthority 
of the secretary of the treasury to appiyv 
the proceeds of the bonds to meeting cur- 
rent expenses. A great discussion i ilow- 
ed, participated in by Senators Aldrich, 
Sherman and Voorhees and others. 

The bond resolution went over without 
action until tomorrow. 

Senator Hood, of Massachusetts, in speak- 
ing on the bona guestion said: 

“I feel bound by a sense of public duty 
tc declare that in my opinion the bonds is- 
sted and sold by the treasury department 
un-ler existing circumstances wili be tile- 
gal and will carry no constitutional or law- 
oa i se on the government tor their 

senator Gorman then proceeded to ar- 
gue at considerable length to show that 
the republicans were responsible for the ex- 
isting condition of the treasury. He, how- 
ever, took occasion, in reference 1.9 the 
claim of Senator Teller, that the repeal of 
the Sherman law was responsibie, to say “‘L 
believe with the senator trom Colorado,that 
there is much in the statement that the leg- 
islation upon silver is in part responsibie 
for the situatoin.’’ 

Senator Aldrich interrupted to say that 
this threatened deficit to which. Secretary 
Foster had referred, was caused by the 
fact that the democratic party was again 
to come into control, but Sena.vor Voorhees 
retorted that the treasury was empty be- 
fore the election. 

Senator Sherman said that the senator 
from Maryland has complained that he wag 
wanting in patriotism because he had as- 
cribed the present condition of the treasury 
to the democratic party, ‘I do ;reiieve,’’ 
said Senator Sherman, ‘‘that the principai 
cause—not the only cause by any means— 
but the principal cause of our present tinan- 
cial condition, is because the demo:ratic 
party came into power. It is a great party, 
its history, 1 can be proud of, as well as 
any one on the other side, but it came into 
power with a declaration that the whole 
policy of the government, for more than 
thirty years, should be abandoned and a 
policy toward free trade followed.” 

Continuing, Senator Sherman maintained 
that the revenues under the McKinley law 
had been more than sufticent‘to maintain 
the government, for, during the Harrison 
administration the public debt had been 
reduced to the extent of $259,000,000. 

Senator Sherman was followed by Senator 
Voorhees, who caused to be read the state- 
ment of Secretary Carlisle as to his inter- 
pretation of the law on the bond question. 
rie said there was no question of the secre- 
tary’s power to issue bonds and any ques- 
tion us to the expenditure of the money was 
a subject for later consideration. 

‘is there any proposition now to issue 
bonds for redeeming greenbacks’”’’ inquired 
Senator Daniel, of Virginia. 

“The proposition to :ssue bonds,’’ replied 
Senator Voorhees, “‘containg nothing but 
tu.e authority in the law, neither aflirming 
nor denying what use is to be made of the 
money, and I take it that we cannot inquire 
into that until after the money has been 
secured by the issue of the bonds.”’ 

“Whenever, suid Senator \yoornees, “the 
secretary of the treasury is going to use 
this money after he gets it, contrary to the 
view of the senator trom Virginia, it would 
be time for him to go inio court und re- 
strain him. 

‘‘In the urst place, [ ho.d with the secre- 
tary of the freasury a‘d contrary to the 
senator from Uhio (Sherman) that the 
gecretary can use this inoney in any way 
that seems tO him properly conductive to 
the general purpose contemplated by the 
act of 1875—to redeem the greenbacks and 
carry on the government.” 

Continuing, Senator Voorhees said: ‘I 
believe that John G. Carlisle is right in be- 
lieving that he can take care of this 
government by these funds or any other 
that come into his hands. John G. Carlisle 
is fit to sit where John Marshall sat. He is

DARGAN’S ‘TEMPER IS AROUSED 


In Plain Language LHe Tells the Ex- 
ecutive to Mind His Own Affairs. 


TELLS TILLMAN HE IS MISTAKEN 


If the State Board Has Information Abou 
Violations of the Law It Is De- 
cidedly Incorrect. 


Charleston, S. C., January 31.—A special 
to The News and Courier, from Darlington, 
S. C., says: When Governor Tillman's 
letter in reference to the dispensary law 
was received by Mayor Dargan, a meeting 
of the city council was promptly called. 
Mayor Dargan, at this meeting, submitted 
the following letter to Governor Tillman, 
which met with the approval of the coun- 
cil and was ordered ,to be forwarded at 
once: 

“Darlington, S. C., January 30, 1894.—Hon. 
B. R. Tillman, Governor and Chairman 
State Board of Control, Columbia, 5. C.-- 
Dear Sir: Your communication of the 2th 
instant has been received and contents 
noted. I have carefully read the dispensary 
act and am familiar with its several pro- 
visions rating to the vowers of mayors 
and policemen, and especially with the 
section to which you have invited my at- 
tention. I find nothing in the act in ques- 
tion, or in any other act of the legislature 
requiring the mayor, or the town council 
of Darlington, to give you, or Mr. J. P. 
Kervin, satisfactory or other assurance 
that we will obey this or any other law. 
There is nothing in the act giving either 
of you authority to require such assurance 
and I am not aware of any other law re- 
quiring me to give you or Mr. J. P. Ker- 
vin my contemplated official or unofficial 
intentions. 

“It appears singular that either, or both 
of you, should allow your respective boards 
to delegate you to exact promises from 
officials with whose business you have no 
concern whatever. I am not aware of the 
fact, which you have announced to me hy 
implication, that the mayor and town coun- 
cil of Darlington have violated this particu- 
lar act or any other. As to the informa- 
tion you say the state board of control 
has received, I know nothing of its source 
or reliability, as you failed “to enlighten 
me; ‘but I assert that ij is incorrect though 
in doing so, I am fully conscious of the 
fact that it is not worth my while to 
say so to you at this time, as it is very 


easy to believe what one wishes to believe,

BANKERS AND THE BONDS. 


Wall Street Is Subscribing to the 
Bonds. 

Washington, January 31.—It is said here 
that the New York bankers have been more 
interested in securing Secretary Carlisle's 
opinion concerning the probable effect of 
the proposed tariff legislation than concern- 
ing the adverse report of the house judici- 
ary committee upon the bond issue. The 
bankers suggested that if the Wilson bill 
Shou#l become a law, it would reduce the 
revenues of the government that the treas- 
ury deficit will not end with the present 
year, but that it is likely to continue one 
year after another and they are said to have 
questioned Mr. Carlisle at some length upon 
the probability of the passage of the bill. 
The idea, which appears to control the New 
York financiers, is that if the revenues 
were to be so cut as to 
render probable the continued issue of 
bonds, so many of them would ul- 
timately be thrown upon the market as to 
depreciate their vaiue and render it unwise 
to pay the high premium put upon the 
5-10 bonds ty the terms of Mr. Carlisle’s 
proposition.

He Was in the Scheme to Catch the 
Express Train Robbers. 
Knoxville, Tenn... January 31.—(Special.)— 
Barney Irwin, a member of the local police 
force, was indicted today by the Anderson 
county grand jury at Clinton for the mur- 
der of Will Smith. The killing occurred 
some months ago in an express car on a 
Knoxville and Ohio passenger train near 
Coal Creek. Smith told Irwin of a plot to 
rob the car into which Fred Gerding, then 
a Southern Express Company employe, 
had drawn him. After first informing Ir- 
win of the fact, Smith had several con- 
ferences with Gerdin, in fact urged him on 

in the affair. 

The night of the robbery Chief of Police 
Atkins and three other officers, including 
Irwin, went out® in the car. Approaching 
Coal Creek they secreted themselves be- 
hind a curtain. Gerding and Smith entered 
the car as soon as the train stopped on 
the outskirts of Coal Creek and with 
drawn revolvers, ordered the express mes- 
senger to throw up his hands. Then the 
officers jumped forward and, according to 
programme, Smith fell to the floor, allow- 
ing the express messenger to throw him. 
Gerding began shooting and in the melee 
Smith was given his death wound. Irwin 
all along said he killed Smith until the 
latter died, when he said that he had done 
sb to keep Gerding from knowing Smith had 
ached, In his dying statement 
said the express messenger shot him, but 
nevertheless the grand jury has held Ir- 
win to court. Gerding is still in jail anda 
suit for $50,000 damages is pending against 
the express company, brought by Smith's 
father for the death of his son.

Orange and Lemon Growers of Florida 
Ask fcr Protection. 


THEY WISH FOREIGN FEUIT SHUT OUT 


Cheap Labor and Low Freights Are 
Complained Of. 


CALIFORNIA 1S, ALSO, A SHARP RIVAL 


But It Is the Mexican Fruit and That from 
the West Indies Which Undersells 
the Florida Crop. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Agitation of the tariff question before con- 
gress has again brought the fruit growers 
of Florida to the front, this time with a 
renewal of the old proposition that the gov- 
ernment give them relief and protect them 
from the foreigners who have had a market 
for their fruit here in the United States for 
“lo, these many years.” An organization 
styling itself ‘‘The Florida Fruit Growers’ 
Tariff Committee,’’* but whose origin and 
authority are unknown quantities, has with- 
in the past few days sent thousanus of 
copies of the following confidential circular 
through the mails in this state: 

“To the orange and lemoa growers of Flor- 
ida the conditun whicn now controats tne 
cli nge growers of tf ivoriua 1S Certaimiy vt 
a@ nature to cai'se alarm and to make every 
chougntrul orange and lemon gruwer 100K 
abi ui him to see what can be aone to wid- 
en and improve the condition of the market 
for nis truit. Florida can no longer enjoy 
fu itself_tne exclusive right to our eastern 
markets, wut tre iarge amount of oranges 
and lemons in Calilornia, which can no 
longer be marketed on the western slope, 
are now coming east by the carioad, and in 
the very near tuture Florida will find Cali- 
fornia a very formidable rival. Your com- 
mittee has before it a circular letter trom 
the Judson-Piatt Fruit Company, of 1.08 
Angeies, Cal., offering to eastern fruit deal- 
ers Olanges at trom $1.15 tw $2.20 per box. 
The freigat on a box of oranges from Cali- 
fornia tou New York is now oi” cenys, and 
an effcrt is being made to reduce this rate 
to bv cents per oox. Therefore, tba aid-- 
fornian will soon be abie to lay aown in 
New York oranges at from $1.50 to $2.00 per 
box. For the past haif dozen years fior- 
ida nmurserymen have annuaily sent to Cali- 
fornia from 300,000 to ovv,lUWU nursery trees. 
T’nese trees have not only been planted out 
in gicvea in California, but large quantities 
of home grown trees have also veeu pianted 
there. Large numbers of orange trees have 
a'so been pianted in New Mexico and Arizo- 
na. We are not avle, unger present condi- 
tions, successfully to market 4,000,000 boxes 
of kiorida oranges, and yet we sfiall svon 
be called upon to Market more than tnree 
times this quantity, in competiuon witn 
5,uw,000 boxes from California and other 
orange-proaucing = states. Mediterranean 
oranges can now be laid down in New 
YUrn at a cost of a littie over one dollar 
per box. Representative Floriaa and Cali- 
rornia men believe that as @ first step to- 
ward improving our condition a protective 
tariff for our truits should be secured. It 
costs today to gather, pack and freignt a 
box of oranges Irom Florida to New York 
nearty one dollar: 
the present duty and lay down in New York 
a box of oranges at a cost of $1.12. There- 
fore, with the present’ tariif, the orange 
und lemon grower in this country gets: no 
;rotection whatever, as the duty on for- 
eign-produced fruit agoes not prevent a 
single box from coming :Ppto our market. 
While the Mediterranean fruit grower pays 
but a few cents a day for labor, we pay 
$1.50 or more. The orange and lemon 
growers of the United States propose to 
ask for a protective tariff of $1 per box on 
their oranges and lemons. The so-called 
Wilson tariff bill has raised from one end 
of our country to the other a storm of pro- 
teat, and the manufacturmg interests all 
over the north, and the mineral and sugar 
interests. of the south, have demanded and 
will no doubt have, protection for their in- 
dustries. It seems, there ore, that our 
country is to be committed to a policy of 
protection, and it is good democratic doc- 
trine to tax luxuries. There is, therefore, 
no reason why the orange and lemon inter- 
ests of our country = ae Share the 
berefits of this protective policy.

BENHAM CHECKS DE GAMA. 
The American Admiral Tells the Bra- 
zillian What He Must Not Do. 


Rio de Janeiro, January 31.—(Copyrighted 
1894 by The Associated Press.)}—The act cf 
Admiral Benham in protecting American 
ships in their effort to land at the wharves 
in this harbor has had a salutary effect. 
English and merchant ships of other nation- 
alities are now coming up to their wharves 
without any sign of molestation on the part 
of the insurgent vessels. Admiral Benham 8 
bold stand against interference with vessels 
of his couatry is generally applauded. 

The exchange of shots between the insures 
gent and government forces has practically 
ceased during the past twenty-four hours 
This is the first time for four months that 
a day has passed that there was not more 
or less firing. The unofficial warning which 
Admiral Benham gave to Admirai de Gama 
that firing upon the wharves for mere 
purpose of creating a blockade by terror 
must cease, has been heeded. 

Upholding Benham. 

All the foreigners are delighted witR 
the result of the American admiral’s con- 
duct. The commanders of the foreign fleets 
held a conference today to discuss the ace 
tion of Admiral Benham and resolutions 
were adopted fully endorsing the course 
that he pursued. 

Much regret is expressed at the absence 
from Rio de Janeiro of American Consul 
General Towns. Vice Consul Lewis is little 
more than a boy and Americans here hardly 
think him fitted to act as the representative 
of the United States at such a critical 
juncture. They say that his lack of fa- 
miliarity with diplomatic affairs is liable to 
lead him constantly into blunders.

De Gama Does Not Like It, 


Admiral de Gama feels aggrieved at Ad- 
miral Benham’s action. He sent a letter to 
the ‘American admiral today protesting 
against the ostentatious manner in which 
the American commander had humiliated 
him. He says that he will yield for a time 
to superior force; but that, as he was com- 
pelled to allow American ships to come to 
their wharves, he has officially notified the 
representatives of all other nations that 
they may do the same. He declares that the 
insurgents have held the harbor for tive 
months and says that now, if the shore 
batteries fire on him, he will be unable to 
reply for fear of hurting neutral Ships and 
will also be unable to protect his men. 

Admiral de Gama also sent a letter to 
the officers who gathered in‘ conference to 
discuss Admiral Benham’s action, asking 
that he might be permitted to bombard the 
city without notice. No answer was sent 
him, but Admiral Benham said later to the 
Associated Press correspondent that he 
would grant the insurgent admiral permis- 
sion to bombard the city, but he would 
require that forty-eight hours notice be 
given 86 that non-combatants would be able 
to seek shelter.

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PLENTY OF LAW. 


The Attorney General Says There Is a 
Great Deal Against Prize Fighting. 


'§ THERE POLITICS IN THIS MATTER? 


Captain Wright Says There Is Ab- 
solutely Nothing of the Sort, 
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THE GOVERNOR AGTED UNDER THE LAW 


_An Act of 1884-85 Which Seems to Have 
Been Overlooked bythe Critics. 
The Day’s Developments. 


The action of Comptroller Genera! Wright 
in declniing to approve the warrant for ex- 
penses incurred in what will go cown into 
history as the Wayeross war, was the sole 
iupic of conversation about the capitol yes- 
terday. 

And all over town it was discussed very 
freely and,a variety of opinions were ex- 
pressed concerning it. 

No further warrants were issued yesterday 
and no official opinion has yet been given 
by the attorney general, for the good reason 
that he has not yet been asked to give an 
opinion on the question. 

Attorney General Terrell reached the city 
yesterday and wasat his office during the 
day, but it was not unti) late in the evening 
that Comptroller General Wright was aware 
of the fact. It was impossible, therefore, 
for him to make the formal request neces- 
sary. He had been informed that the at- 
torney general was still at his home in 
Greenville, and he was just preparing to 
leave his office when he was told that Col- 
onel Terrell had returnel. 

Some of the friends of Governor Northen 
are indignant at the turn affairs have taken 
and declare that all this agitation is really 
a mhove on the part of his political enemies 
to stir up sentiment against him. As one 
of them put it yesterdaw, “I don’t mean to 
say that Captain Wright was actuated by 
any such feeling, but 1 do mean that the 
attempt to ridicule and belittle the govern- 
or’s act and to question the law are inspir- 
ed by the friends of other senatorial candi- 
Cates, and | tell you any such action will 
prove a boomerang to the men who started 
it. The governor has done what he believed 
to be his plain duty in this matter, noth- 
ing else. Anybody who Knows him knows 
that he will do his full duty at all times 
and under all circumstances, and is perfect- 
ly fearless in the performance of his duty, 
and I tell you the people of the state are 
with him in what he has done.” 

The governor would say nothing about the 
political feature of the case, and questioned 
further as to the bills and any action which 
might be taken on them said he had ex- 
pressed himself fully in the interview in 
The Constitution, and had nothing further 
to say. He has rever thought there was 
any question about the legality of his act, 
end feels that he has simply done his duty, 
and that tn so doing he has reflected the 
sentiments of the best people of the state, 

A Valk with Captain Wright. 

“It seems to be taken for granted by some 

people,’ said Captain Wright, in talking 
of the affair , ‘“‘that I gave the matter to 
the newspapers. The fact is that by the | 
merest chance a reporter wa8S in my office 
at the time when Colonel West came in. 
From a newspaper standpoint it was what 
you might term a ‘lucky find,’ for had he 
not been present I certainly would not have 
given the matter to the papers, and I don’t 
think Colonel West would have done so. 
But, at any rate, it has gotten out. 
’ “Now, there are two or three things that 
I would like to correct if you quote me’ at 
all,’”’ said Captain Wright. “One of these 
is the insinuation that there was something 
personal in my action. On the contrary, 
my relations with the governor have been 
very friendly, indeed. But no matter how 
friendly, it would never do to let friendship 
cut any figure in my actions as an officer 
one way or the other, and anybody who will 
look into my acts certainly will not believe 
for a minute that there was anything un- 
friendly in what I did. 

“The case was as The Constitution put it, 
simply my doubt as to my authority for ap- 
proving the warrant. At one time I refused 
to approve a warrant drawn by Governor 


there was quite a little controversy about 
that, but. the attorney general sustained my 
decision. I am a bonded officer and have a 
money responsibility. It is my duty to my 
bondsmen to exercise all the care possible 
in my official acts. I merely asked Colonel 
West to hold up the warrant for a few days 
until I could secure the attorney general's 
formal opinion on the disputed point.” 

‘‘But the attorney general,’’ suggested the 
reporter, ‘‘had already advised the gov- 
ernor as to what steps ‘to take.”’ 

“T notice that,’’ said the comptroller, ‘‘and 
of course his opinion as submitted in re- 
sponse to my inquiry, will be not only as to 
whether I shall approve the warrants, but 
it will contain the law authorizing me to 
$0.act.”’ 

As to the Senatorial Fight. 

“It has been suggested that this would 
never have come up had it not been for 
the fact that Governor Northen is looked 
upon as a candidate for the senate.’’ 

“Any suggestion of that kind,’ said Cap- 
tain Wright promptly, “is very whjust to 
me. There is absolutely no politics in this. 
I am not a partisan for any candidate for 
the senate. But I don’t,’”’ continued he, “see 
why there should be any special haste in 
this matter, and as long as there is any 
question about it I don’t see why it is not 
left to a special act of the legislature. 
There could, certainly, be no harm in that. 
The contingent fund, it is true, is created 
for the use of the governor in any emer- 
gencies which might arise in the perform- 
ance of his official duties, but if there is 
any doubt as to the legality of what he 
has done, it would seem to me the proper 
thing to let the legislature pass on it. How. 
ever, I shall make a formal request of the 
attorney general, who will inform me as 
to the law in the case and I shall be better 
able to act.’’ , 

With the Attorney General. 

Attorney General Terrell refused to give 
any opinion on the matter, saying that as 
he might be called upon to render a formal 
opinion, he did not care to be quoted on the 
case before that. : 

“But you were consulted by the governor 
before he went to Waycross?” 

“Oh, yes. He asked me my opinion as to 
whether prize fighting is a crime in Georgia 
“and I gave it very strong indeed that prize 
fighting is a crime and looked up the au- 
thorities on the case. There is absolutely 
no question about it. Anybody who says it 
is not, simply has not made a thorough 
study of the case.”’ 

“Did the governor ask your advice as to 
calling out the military?’ 

“Yes, he talked with me on that subject 
and I advised him not to do so tnless it 
was absolutely necessary. with 


: 
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He agreed 
on that and it was to prevent the | 
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calling out of troops unless necessary that 
we went to Waycross. You understand that 
the judge and the solicitor and several 
sheriffs had informed him of the probabili- 
ty of ‘an attempt to pull off that fight in 
Georgia and, under the law, when a re- 
quest for military aid is made by the court 
officers, it is the duty of the governor to 
Place the military at the disposal of the 
civil authorities. But the governor did mot 
want to do that unless he was convinced 
that it was a necessary step, and for that 
reason he went to Waycross, where he 
could be more in touch of the situation, 
and where he could receive his informa- 
tion direct and without delay and could 
act promptly should prompt action become 
necessary."’ : 

On the subject of prize fighting Colonel 
Terrell quoted Bishop on Criminal Law, © 
standard authority which quotes from very 
many decisions in supreme courts showing 
that it is a misdemeanor whether spevially 
provided against by statute or not. 
The decisions of the courts seem to be 
very positive on this point. 

Some Georgia Law. 

As to the law bearing on the point raised 
by the comptroller whether the governor 
has the authority te pay for the expenses 
when the troops are called out in this way 
the attorney general would not express his 
opinion for the reasons stated above. There 
seems, however, to be no doubt of the gov- 
ernor’s full authority to do just as he did, 
Section 51 of the cod@ says: 

“Section 61. It is the duty of the governor 
to see that the laws are executed. For this 
purpose he has power, as commander in 
chief, to call out ‘tthe military whenever 
in his diseretion the dye enforcement of 
the process of the courts is so resisted 
and set at defiance as to require such inter- 
position,”’ : 

This is further supplemented in the acts 
of 1884 and 1885, which Say: 

“Whenever any judge of the superior 
court, city court judge, sheriff or mayor 
of ally incorporated city, town or Village 
in this state shall have reasonable cause to 
apprehend thé outbreak of any riot, tu- 
muit, insurrection, mob or combination to 
oppose the enforcement of the laws by 
force or violence, within the jurisdiction 
in which such officer is by law a conserva- 
tor of the peace, which cannot be speedily 
Suppressed or effectually prevented by the 
ordinary posse comitatus and peace Olii- 
cers, it shall forthwith become the, duty 
of such judge, sheriff or mayor to report 
the facts and circumstances, in writing, to 
the governor and request him to order out 
such portion of the volunteer forces of the 
State as may be necessary to entorce tne 
laws and preserve the peace; and it there- 
upon shall be the duty of the governor 
if he deem such apprehension well founded, 
to order out or direct to be held in readiness 
such portion of the volunteer forces of the 
state as he may deem advisable for the 
proper enforcement of the law, and he may 
direct the officer in command of ‘he troops 
to report to the officer making such applica- 
tion, or any one or more of them, a.id to 
obey the orders of such civil officer, or, 
if the governor deem it advisable, may spe- 
cially instruct the officer in command of 
such troops as to the duties required of 
them and direct their execution under the 
immediate control of the governor.” 

The act goes on further to give the mayor 
of any city, town or village authority to 
call on the military in case prompt commu- 
nication with the governor is impossibie., 

Each of the deputy sheriffs anpointed by 
Solicitor BrantTey or Judge Sweat were 
armed with a peace warrant and a special 
warrant. Section 4717 of the code gives to 
the judge the authority to issue a warrant 
returnable only to himself. Judge Sweat 
issued such warrants based on section 4712, 
which provides that “If any person shall 
attempt to commit an offense prohibited 
by law, and if such offense shall do any 
act toward the commission of such offense, 
but shall fai in the perpetration thereof, 
or shall be prevented or intercepted from 
executing, some such persons so offending 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

All authorities agree in saying that prize 
fighting is a m'glemeanor. The Corbett- 
Mitchell fight, ~hough masking under the 
name of glove contest, is certainly a prize 
fight in the eyes of .he law. 

So it will be seen that the governor had 
full authority for all the steps he took in 
the matter. 

None of His Row. 

-Une'e Bob Hardeman got off a character- 
istic story when I asked him about the 
matter. 

“Some time ago,”’ said he, “‘Tip Harrison 
told me a story of three little white girls in 
southwest Georgia—I don’t suppvse the 
names of the girls and where they lived is 
material at all. Their mother was giving 
a quilting Bee and told them with great em- 
phasis that they must remember that it 
was the duty of little children to be seen, 
not heard, and that she didn’t want to 
hear from them at all during the affair, 
but they must ‘just go ahead and sew and 
say nothing.

The commissioners have summoned nu- 
merous witnesses and it is supposed that 
Superintendent Calaway will also have a 
number of witnesses. The commissioners 
rave invited Solicitor General Felton to 
be present. They desire the matter probed 
tc the bottom and if the superintendent is 
guilty they wish to know it, and if he is 
innocent they also desire to know it. 
There are many who do not believe that the 
charges are as black as painted. After 
agreeing on tomorrow as the time for in- 
vyestigating the Callaway charges, the com- 
missioners turned their attention to other 
matters. ‘They granted the petition ot 
Messrs. D. H. Green and George A. Davis 
to erect poles and wires for a telephone 
line along the public highway in Bibb county 
Jeading from Forsyth. These gentlemen 
expect in a few months to have a tele- 
phone line in operation between Macon 
and Griffin, and this will give a continuous 
through line from Macon to Atlanta. in 
view of the action of the road commission- 
ers refusing to allow the county chaingans 
to work on the swamp drainage, 4s such 
work would be contrary to a law unless 
the county commissioners established a 
public road along the drainage canal, the 
county commissioners instructed their clerk 
to notify the city council that the chain- 
gang could not be obtained for swamp drain- 
age on the provisory terms agreed upon 
by the city council and the county com- 
missioners.

HE WAS IDENTIFIED. 


Charleg Gouge, A White Man, Charged 
with Assault and Robbery. 

A tall, nervous, scared young man, of 

dark, unshaven countenance and disturbed 


manner, two city detectives and a pale- 
faced man with a shattered skull, were the 
actors in an exceptionally dramatic scene 
that occurred in a private room at the 
Grady hospital yesterday afternoon. 

The prisoner was Charley Gouge, and his 
arrest occurred in a train of remarkable 
circumstances that have followed the mys- 
terious case. It was the result partly of 
chance, partly of good detective work by 
Detectives Looney and Cason, who have 
been testing their talents on this case for 
Several days. 

The injured man was quite composed and 
apparently in possession of his mental pow- 
ers when the young man was carried into 
his presence. Gouge removed his hat as he 
entered the room and made an evident ef- 
fort to brace up. 

“Am | the man that struck you”’ Gouge 
asked in a tremulous voice. The man con- 
tinued to stare at him sternly. He motion- 
ed to Gouge to turn around. The prisoner 
did so, standing with his profile in full view 
of the man on the bed. 

‘“That’s him,’’ said the man on the bed, 
rodding vigorously. He spoke in a way 
that was scarcely intelligible to the ear, 
but his manner told plainer than any words 
could what he meant to say. He continued 
to make gestures and to point at the man. 

Was there another man? asked Detec- 
tive Cason. 

‘““‘Two,”’ said the injured man, 

“Both white?’ 

“One white.’’ 

The sick’ man was considerably excited. 
He strove hard to make himself understood, 
but his efforts to talk amounted to nothing 
but unintelligible chattering. The accused 
man was much agitated, and shifted about 
nervously. 

“If you hadn’t done it, I wouldn't say so,”’ 
the sick man finally said, with a powerful 
effort. The detectives carried Gouge back 
to police headquarters and locked him up. 
On the way back Gouge said something 
which the detectives regard as being equiv- 
alent to a confession. He talked a great 
deal about the case, and asked Detective 
Cason what the penalty was for highway 
robbery. 

The detectives helieve he will make a con- 
fession today. The man that was with 
Gouge has left the city, and his departure 
confirms the belief of the detectives in his 
guilt. ‘ (\eeq 

The man at the hospital is believed to be 
Willis Terry, of Central City, S. C. He 
continually mutters a name that sounds like 
this, and when it is written and shown to 
him he nods with approval. It requires 
great patience to get anything “rom him at 
all, as he cannot speak with any cegree of 
success. From his mix2d talk it is believed 
that he lives twelve miles from § Cen- 
tral City, and that he is a horse trader. 
He said something about having four horses 
in the city.

Session of persons who have announced 
their intention of pushing him to the wall 
for the active fight he was making against 
the appointment of hd Reneau as appraiser 
of the port of Cincinnati. teneau was the 
person who offered the resolution in the 
Duckworth Club expelling the governor for 
the course he pursued in calling the gener- 
al assembly in special session to pass a 
bill repealing a law which had been enact- 
ed giving the democrats the control of the 
city government at Cincinnati. This creat- 
ed a very bitter feeling at the time. When 
the ex-governor announced his intention of 
downing Reneau, that gentleman’s friends 
swore they would down him and would use 
some of his own paper to do it with. This 
is the tenor of the gossip afloat in legisla- 
tive and business circles. While he was of- 
ficiating as governor, Mr. Campbell specu- 
lated largely in Wall gtreet and lost heavi- 
ly. This fact was brought out in the cam- 
paign of two years ago, but the notes which 
had been protested in Columbus were 
promptly paid by the indorsers, who were 
mostly office holders under the governor or 
had received favors from his hands. The 
ex-governor never owned any property in 
this city. neither did he consider it his le- 
gal home, for he voted in Hamilton. At 
one time several of the local banks held 
his paper, but so far as known lost nothing 
by discounting it. After he went out of 
politics the ex-governor put up a deal in 
iron ore lands in northern Wisconsin, and 
it was announced had recouped his fortunes. 
He organized the Ohio Mining Company 
to develop lands in the Mesaba iron range 
and interested several Columbus people in 
it, among the number being Allen W. Thur- 
man. Mr. Campbell’s real estate and manu- 
facturing interests at Hamilton, it is said, 
are all gone, and his friends say he will 
not return there for business."’

first she refused, assigning as a reason her 
objection to the character of the business;

her by me of the probable profits accruing 
from the business, she consented. 

“it was then, in the summer of 1892, 
agreed by her and myseif that | should es- 
tablish the whisky business, she agreeing 
to put money in the business for tie and 
to become jointly interested with me. I 
had a friend, a Mr. Wilson, who also start- 
ed to go into the whisky business with us, 
and we decided to call the name of the firm 
the Wilson Whisky Company, after Mr. 
Wilson. He, though, had no pecuniary inter- 
est in the firm, and in a few weeks sold us 
the use of his name for $250 and he retired 
therefrom, 

“Tl had no means-myself, but Mrs. Porter 
agreed that I could .use her name to raise 
nroney,stating that she had a separate estate 
of her own, and she was anxious that l 
should be successful in the business and es- 
tablish myselt in the city or Atianta. 

‘The first note which Mrs. Porter gave me 
to raise money to put into this business 
was the note for $1,400. This was in April, 
lsv2. 1 went to her house, she being indis- 
posed at the time, after having telephoned 
her that I would come out. When I reach- 
ed there she was quite indisposed and told 
me to write the note. She directed me to 
siga her name to this note, telling me to 
sign it ‘Fannie Lowry Porter.’ This was 
done in her bedroom at her request. The 
note was made payable to the order of John 
M. Robinson. If took the note, gave it to 
Mr. Robinson, who took it to Mr. John Cary 
who discounted the same and Mr. Robinson 
returned to me the proceeds. This note was 
due one year after date. 

“The next notes made by Mrs. Porter 
were the notes discounted by John M. Rob- 
inson for me at the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, the three notes aggregating about 
$5, LUU. Mr. 2obinson brought back the 
money, $2,950, and delivered it to me. 1 
filled out these notes in my office, No. ll 
Marietta street, taking them to Mrs. Por- 
ter at her home; showed them to her and 
tola her what I proposed to do—have Mr. 
Robinson get the money for them.. She ex- 
pressed her willingness, but stated that I 
mst be very careful cad not have the maé- 
ter become known. 

“The tirst of these. Neal notes were dis- 
counted by the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company in May, 1892; they were for $1,10 
and $1,500 each. Afterwards I desired to 
raise some more money to buy a stock of 
liquors and decided, with Mrs. Porter's 
knowledge, to make another note to get 
Robinson to discount at the Neal Loan and 
Banking Company. . 

“At the request of Mr. Robinson I dic- 
tated a letter addressed to him and carried 
this letter in person to Mrs. Porter, signed 
her name with my own hand and returt 
the letter to Robinson. 

Still Calling for Money. 

“Afterwards, needing some more money, 
Mrs. Porter being in Warm Springs and I 
was called to New York of business. When 
I reached New York I wrote to Mrs. Porte! 
a letter enclosing another for her to re- 
turn to me in reterence to the authority tc 
discount the notes. I directed these letters 
in one envelope. The two letters, one ad- 
dressed as ‘My Dear Friend,’ and one to 
Mr. Robinson I had written, and sent to 
Mrs. Porter at Warm Springs, N. C. She 
returned them to-me at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel, New York. 

‘These letters were to be used by Mr. 
Robinson for the purpose of negotiating a 
third note or any other note, and for the 
purpose of being used by Mr. Robinson in 
negotiating the notes which she authorized 
me to make. The object of my procuring 
these letters to be written was because Mrs 
Porter stated to me that she did not want 
Mr. Xtubinson to see her genuine hand- 
writing. On my return to Atlanta from 
New York I took these ‘etters to Mr. Robin- 
son and gave them to him. 

“Mr. Robinson took the note and the let- 
ter, went to Mr. Neal’s bank and got the 
money and brought it back to me. These 
are the letters which the state has intro- 
duced in evidence. So much for the Nea] 
netes. I state that these notes were signed 
by me, ‘Fannie Lowry Porter,’ under her 
direction, with her knowledge, and with 
the understanding that the money was tc 
be used in buying a stock of goods for the 
Willson Whisky Company in Atlanta. 

‘‘About June, 1892, I wrote a note for 
$300, payable to the order of John M. 
Robinson; I took it to Mrs. Porter’s house, 
showed it to her with her signature to it, 
and told her I wanted the money to. pay 
expenses in connection with the bustness 
and that Mr. Robinson would get it dis- 
counted for me. She consented, agair 
cautioning me, however, to be careful that 
the matter be not made public. I took the 
note back to Mr. Robinson, gave it to him 
and he went to Mr. Collins and brought 
back the monev to me, less the discount. 

‘About this time Mr. Robinson came to 
me and told me that Mr. Clarke and Mr. 
Bob Collins, who were brothers-in-‘aw, and 
had compared the signatures of the $50 
and $1,400 notes and there seemed to be 
some little difference, and Mr. Clarke, act- 
ing for’ Mr. Carey, desired to see Mrs 
Porter personally. [ went out to Mrs. 
Porter’s at once. She was at my aunt’s 
Mrs. Wellborn Hill’s. I went there and 
walked back home with her and on the 
way told her that Mr. Clarke wanted tc 
see her about this note and asked to 
make an engagement for him with her. She 
said she would see him the next mornireg 
at a quarter to 9 o’clock. I so nofified 
John Robinson and told him to tell Mr. 
Ctarke of the engagement, This was done 
and Mr. Clarke went out to Mra Porter's 
as he himself has testified. 

Where Tolleson Comes tn. 

“About September, 1892, still needin 
money LO get our business under way, 
consulted with Mrs. Porter for the purpose 
of raising some more money. She consented 
that I might do so if I could find a place to 
get it. At this time I had my lirst trans- 
action with J. R. Tolleson. This first not:

“The whisky business we estimated when 
we first went into it would cost $10,000 to 
get it well under way. It was more ex: 
pensive, however, than I had anticipated. 1 
therefore found it necessary to raise ad- 
ditional money and‘I again went to To’'le- 
s0n to see if he would let me have $1,600 
for ninety days which I needed in the busi- 
ness; he said he would for $2,300. I wrote 
this note in his office, told him I would go 
out to see Mrs. Porter and show her the 
note and return it to him. This I did, and 
in Mrs. Porter’s presence, in her home, 
signed her name, ‘Fannie Lowry Porter,’ to 
this $2,300 note. 

“I afterwards discounted with Mr. Tolle- 
son four more notes, one for $400, one for 
$150, one for $700 and one for $266. All of 
these notes I showed to Mrs. Porter. Some 
of the smaller notes I would show to her as 
I would meet her on the street or in her 
carriage, but in every instance I showed 
her the notes signed ‘Fannie Lowry Por- 
ter,” or signed in her presence. 

“In December, 1892, neeu.ne 2,000 more, } 
made a note for $2,000, payable to Joe F. 
Gatins, for ninety days. I took it to Mrs 
Porter’s house and told her that as I ex- 
pected to negotiate this note throygh Joe 
Gatins, who represented John Ryan, and 
that as he was familiar with her hand- 
writing. she having traded with him a 
great deal, that she had better sien this 
note herself, which note Mr. Gatins. for 
John Ryan, discounted, and it was paid by 
me. 

Colonel Echols Appears. 


“At this period of our business we decided 
to take in Mr. John W. Echols, who | re- 
garded as a good business man, and who 
promised if 1 would give him three $2,000 
notes, signed by.Mrs. Porter, attested by a 
Withess, that he could take these notes, go 
to Philadelphia or New York and discount 
them at the Chestnut Street bank, or with 
Robert Bonner, who he claimed to be a per- 
sonal friend of his. Mrs. Porter did make 
these three notes, payable to the order of 
John W. Echols, and I signed the same as a 
witness. These notes were given to Mr. 
Echols and $100 in cash to cover expenses, 
end he went north for the purpose, as he 
stated, to raise the money. I learned that 
when he arrived in New York or Philadel- 
phia he found that he could not discount 
the notes and he returned to Atlanta. I 
found then that before leaving for the north 
he had endeavored to discount these very 
notes at the Neal Ian and Banking Com- 
pany and other piaces but had failed. These 
are the three notes Which Mrs. Porter al- 
luded to in her testimony, and the money on 
these notes was never obtained, but if it 
had been obtained it was to be used in the 
Wilson Whisky business. 

“Mr. Echols being unsuccessful and stat- 
ing to me that he could not raise any mon- 
ey, I told him I thought I could. I went 
to see Mrs. Porter, took a note for $2,000. I 
think a four-months’ note. This note was 
made payable to the order of John M. Rob- 
inson and Mrs. Porter signed her own name 
to this note. She signed this note herself, 
but hesitated to do so, remarking that it 
Mr. Robinson was going to discount it that 
he might recognize a difference between 
the signature of this note and of those that 
he had previously discounted. I stated to 
her, however, that as Mr. Echols was in the 
business with us as our agent and attorney 
and would certainly see the note, that it 
was best to have her sign it to canform to 
the signatures of the three notes which Mr. 
Echols had and which he failed to discount. 

“This note was taken by Mr. John @. 
Robinson to George C. Sellman, Jr., who 
discounted the same, and Mr. Kchols 
brought me the money. This note, I under- 
stand, Mrs. Porter has paid. _ 

“In February, 1898, while ricing in my 
buggy with me rear the old waterworks, 
Mrs. Porter gave me $250 in cash, to pay off 
some little pressing debts of the business. 
In April, 1893, she again gave me in cash 
$300. This was in her carriage on Forsyth 
near the Jewish synagogue. 

“In April, 1893, Mr. Echols and myself 
went to Mrs. Porter’s home on Peactitree 
street, where she gave to us her stock in 
the East Atlanta Land Company and in 
the Westview Cemetery Company. She 
signed her name W the transfer on the back, 
transferring it in blank. Mr. Echols first 
endeavored to sell this stock, but came back 
anu reported to me that he was unsuccess- 
fol. 1 took the stock and went to Mr. 
Thornton, at the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, and tried to get him to loan me 
the money onit. I then took it to Mr. John 
Cary and he loaned ime $800 on this stock 
as security. 

“Sirs. sorter told 
Mr. Echols was taken 
with us to act as our 
had empowered Echols as her agent or 
trustee to take her stock in the Lowry 
Banking Company and borrow money on it 
wherever he could for the purpose of pay- 
ing these notes that she and myself had 
made, the balance realized on the stock 
to be put in the business of the Willson 
Whisky Company. 

“My aunt, Mrs. Casey, 
the instance of John W. Echols she hac 
apn interview with Mrs. Porter, who en- 
deavored to persuade her to put money int 
the Willson Whisky Company with het 
and had had several interviews on that 
subject, but that she (Mrs. Casey) had de- 
clined to do so, because Mrs. Porter in- 
formed her that neither her husband nor 
her brother knew, or were to know, ol 
such business arrangements. 

Mrs. Porter Knew All. 


‘This, gentiemen of the jury, completes 
my nuancial transacuéns with Mrs. borter 
Since my misfortune, in 1886, 1 have been 
endeayoring in every way to get on my 
feet again in order that | might establisnp 
myselt in business and pay al my pecuni- 
ary obligations, and that I wish to state in 
this place that it is true as stated by Mrs 
Porter that her husband did ifnd me $2,600, 
taking as security therefor transfer of an 
execution against me in favor of Day, Tan- 
nahill & Co., of Augusta, and when the 
wines and whisky belonging to the Willson 
Whisky Company were soid under execu: 
tion this year, after my arresi in 1893, Mr. 
Porter placed this execution in the hands 
of the sheriff and received the money, tie 
proceeds of that sale, which, witn the 
amount already paid to him upon the fi. fa 
by myself, fully paid it off. 

‘Mrs. Porter was interested with me in 
the Willson Whisky business. ‘the first 
note Il ever signed her name to was the one 
for $1,400, which John Cary now holds, and 
which Mr. Peter Ciarke saw her in person 
about. At the time 1 signed this note she 
told me when signing her name a.ways t« 
sign it ‘Fannie Lowry Porter.’ 

“{ desire to state that I never in any in- 
Stance used Mrs. Porter’s name without 
first informing her of the fact and ex- 
hibiting to her the notes. The object 
which she and 1 had in view, and at her 
own suggestion, was to so conduct the busi- 
ness that her husband and. her brother 
Mr. Lowry, could know nothing about it. 

“She told me that she believed we would 
be able, out of the profits of the whisky 
business, to pay these notes, but that in 
any event she was able, out of her separate 
estate, to pay them if it became necessary 
to do so, and that she had in stock in the 
Lowry bank a sufficient amoust of stock 
which she would use for this purpose. It 
was not necessary for me to have kept 
anything from the knowledge of Mrs. Por.

“On the lith of May Mr. Johw W. Echols 
sent for me and told me that Mr. Porter haa 
discoverea Mrs. lorter’s reiations with me, 
iuchols teHing me that the way he sound it 
out was that John Cary had sent a notice 
of the rote falling due—the $1,400 note-—to 
Mrs. Porter, and Mr. Porter received the, 
notice and opened it and tound out about 
the note, and then went out lmimediately, sv 
iicnois said, and @sked his Wile about it. 
the sent the note to Mr. Echols, teiling him 
of the discovery, and Echois showed me tne 
envelope which Mr. Carey had addressed tv 
Mrs. Porter. 

“wir. scnols urged me to leave Atlanta, 
promising me if i would do so tnat ne 
would see that the matter was all arranged 
satisfactorily; that it was necessary lor me 
to do so to save Mrs. Porter. 1 protesteo 
against this view, stating that it Was simp- 
ly necessary for Mrs. Porter to tel. Ue 
truth in connection with the matter, taa 
I did not want to leave Atlanta. bchols 
again came to me, urging that it was my 
duty to leave and offering tO pay my ex- 
penses away and to send me $iw a muontp. 
which money he said irs. Porter wou 
advance. I again deciimed to go. He then 
went to my cousin, W. i2. Hili, and made 
an appeal to him to persuade me to go, and 
in the presence of Mr. Hill again urged me 
to go. Mr. Hill joined him in the requesy. 
he telling Mr. Hill in my presence that i 
he woud lend me $200, that he would see 
that Mrs. Porter returned it to him the 
following Saturday, and that Mrs. Porter 
would send to me $100 a month and that he 
(Echols) would keep the business in tact 
until all the matters were seltied, when j 
could return. 

“Acting on their solicitation, Mr. Echols 
and my cousin, who I thought to be my 
friend, Mr. Ed Hill, furnfshed me the 
money, I left, going to Chicago, where ] 
was arrested and brought back to At- 
lanta. 

“Some time after my return to At‘anta ] 
gave bond and went to Augusta and down 
to Beach island, South Carolina, to visit 
a relative, Mr. Agkinson. While there ] 
learned that Mr. Porter had sworn out 
other warrants for me and I returned at 
once to Atlanta to meet these cases, notify- 
ing the sheriff of my arrival, but the cases 
were withdrawn by the prosecutor and J 
again gave the same bond and uuder (Ne 
direction and advice of my counsel, Mr 
Ben Hill, 1 left the city, promising to re- 
turn whenever so notified by him or Mr 
Rucker that I waS needed to protect my 
bond. 

“T stopped in Cincinnati on account of 
sickness and was there arrested and held 
for some days at the instance of Mr. J. R. 
Tolleson, who had an unjust claim against 
me. I was released in Cincinnati and went 
to Louisville, where I stayed for a month 
with my cousin, Mr. R. P. Duncan. I then 
went about trving to get something to do, 
going to Detroit and etsewhere and return- 
ing to Chicago, where I was again arrested 
at the instance of J. R. Tolleson. IL deo 
clined to come back to Atlanta, because lL 
had committed no offense against Mr. Tol- 
leson and did not Gesire to be brought back 
under arrest. I therefore resisted the re- 
quisition in Chicago, but at the same time 
| telegraphed my counsel, Mr. Ben Hill, and 
had my Chicago lawyer, Major Blackburn, 
to do the same, staung that I would return 
as soon as my case in Chicago was finished. 
I was released by the judge, and at once 
made arrangements to come to Atlanta. lt 
had no money and had to wait until I could 
get passes, and as soon as I succeeded in 
getting passes I came back to Atlanta to 
meet these cases. It has always been my 
intention to meet them. I never left Atlan- 
ta except under the advice of my counsel, 
and then with the distinct statement thg® I 
would return whenever needed. 

“These, gentlemen, are all the facts com 
nected with this unfortunate case. 

“It may be proper to state that a great 
many untrue and sensational things have 
been published about me in the newspapers. 
I am not responsible for such statements. 

“I deeply regret the disclosures in this 
case, and I have only made them to protect 
my name and the name of my family. Il 
have doubtless committed many sins, but lL 
never forged Mrs .Porter’s name to any 
note. I never thought of doing so. J never 
found it necessary to do’so, as Mrs. Porter 
never refused to allow me to use her name. 

“In the result of this case I can only hope 
for justice from a jury of my countrymen. 
As I am a living man, with my soul laid 
bare before the searcher of all hearts, I! 
swear I am innocent of the charge imputed 
to me.”’

Porter, and which Mrs. Porter had denounc- 
ed as forgeries. These letters were declared 
genuine by Harry Hill in his statement, and 
the defense therefore wanted them intro- 
duced.

“TIT have here, your honor,” said Solicitor 
Hill, rising with a smile upon his coun- 
tenance, ‘“‘the newspaper clipping referred 
to by me yesterday as having been author- 
ized by the Neal Loan and Banking Com- 
pany, and which declares that the officers 
of the bank believe that they are rank for- 
geries.”’ 

Before this sentence had been half fin- 
ished Mr. Ben Hill jumped to his feet and 
interposed a vigorous objection and Judge 
Clark ordered the jury to withdraw. The 
solicitor then finished his remark as indi- 
cated. 

Colonel Tinney Rucker then argued that it 
was not a proper proof, and that there 
was a higher source than the clipping, as 
it was without indentification.

Testifies Once More. 

Solicitor Hill then said that he would in- 
troduce Mrs. Porter as he had omitted ask- 
ing her several questions. There was no ob- 
jection to this, and Mrs. Porter came into 
the courtroom, escorted as upon her first 
entrance, She was tastily dressed in the 
Same attire. 

In answer to questions she said that wshe 
did not know Mr. Robinson. She was shown 
the Robinson letters and stated that she 
knew nothing about them. When handed 
three encelopes she said one of them was 
in her handwriting.

Testimony of Mrs. Causey. 


Mrs. Ida Casey, Harry Hill’s aunt, was , 


then placed on the witness stand. She is a 
woman of stern features, and in her an- 
swers to the questions put at her on the 
cross-examination as well as the direct, 
she displayed a fine intellect and a thorough 
intelligence that is not usually attriputed to 
women under such circumstances. 

She was dressed in plain black, and wore 
spectacles. Her voice was extremely audi- 
ble and very clear, without being harsh. 

She testified that Harry Hill was a nephew 
of hers, and that she was nearly a mother 
to him. That she had had thecare of him 
between the ages of four andtwelve years in 
Washington, Wilkes county, at the old Hill 
homestead. That he remained there until 
he was sixteen years old when he went 
uway to go into business. The witness 
knew Mrs. Porter; had known her for ten 
or twelve years. Had been a good friend 
ot hers. Witness was also acquainted with 
Colonel Echols, meeing him for the first 
time in 1893. Witness went to see Colonel 
Echols in 1898 and had a conversation with 
him about some private affairs of witness, 
and when the interview was finished as re- 
garded the private business,— 

Solicitor Hill: “This cannot be admitted 
unless Mrs. Porter was present.’’ 

The witness evidently misunderstood what 
the solicitor said,,for she remarked:

I did not sign any pa- 
pers, but said that I would be willing to do 
anything that was ladylike to pay off the 
honest debt I owed to the Gate City bank.” 

**Did you have another interview with Mr. 
Echols and Mrs. Porter?’ 

“IT had an interview on Thursday and an- 
other on Friday. It was all about the same 
business.”’ 

“Why didn’t you go into the business?’ 

“I feared the consequences.” 

“Why? asked Mr. Ben Hill. 

“IT object,” said Solicitor Hill. 

“Your h@ior,’’ said Mr. Ben Hill, smil- 
ing, “the reminds me of the character of the

“I signed the bonds to give Harry Hill 
his liberty in Atlanta.’”’ 

“Why aid you fear the consequences in 
this company ’”’’ 

“l respected the family, and knew that 
the resuit on discovery would be something 
hazardous.”’ 

“Wasn't it because you 
Hill?’’ 

“I Know that he was not a financial suc- 
cess,”’ 

“Didn’t vou know 
not to be trusted”’’’ 

“tl have said more than once that lL 
thought he was nota financial success. 
And in this bvsiriess, when Mr. Porter and 
Captain Lowry knew nothing about it, it 
was hazardous.”’ 

The question was repeated several times, 
but elicited the same reply—that Harry 
was not a finar.cial success. , 

*“*You say that Mrs. Porter stated that she 
would put money in the business if she 
could make it a success”?’’ 

“Mrs. Porter said that she would make it 
a success. That she had money and pri- 
vate resources of her own which she would 
user” 

“You say you wouldn't go into this busi- 
ness With Harry Hill as a partner?’ 

“Yes, because I didn’t want to go into this 
with Mrs. Porter under the circumstances.” 

“Wasn't it a long time before you would 
go on Harry’s bond? Wasn't it after mcuh 
persuasion?’ 

“Ve ’? 
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“Why did you hesitate?’ 

‘Because it is against my principles to go 
on anybody’s bond. My father always ad- 
vised me against it.’’ 

“Didn’t he ask you for money to be used 
on his farm?” 

‘“‘He asked for money, but not about the 
farm. I refused his request as he was a 
young man and I wanted to stimulate him 
to industry. He was able to work.”’ 

The cross-examination brought out noth- 
ing further, and the defense introduced Mr. 
Peter F. Clarke, cashier of the Germania 
Loan and Banking Company. 

Testimony of Mr. Clark. 

Mr. Clark testified that he knew about the 
$1,400 note of John Carey's, that he- had pur- 
chased it for him. 

The note was brought into court by Mr. 
Carey, and he exhibited a desire to keep it, 
but handed it to the solicitor. Mr. Clarke 
then said:

Redirect Examination by Ben Hill.

Witness then retired. 

Mr. John Cary Has a Say. 

Mr. John Carey took the stand and 
identified the note and said that he had 
bought it. Thought that he gave $1,200 
for it. 

“Did you have any interview with any 
agents of Mrs. Porter?’ asked Mr. Ben 
Hill. 

“No—yes—I think I did.” 

“With whom?’ 

“Mr. Echols, Captain Jlowry and Mr. 
Porter—”’ 

Solicitor Hill objected to anything being 
introduced as to what was the conversa- 
tion, and Judge Clark ruled in accordance. 

“Did you ever get any Westview stock 
from Harry Hill?’ 

“Yes, with a note made payable to Mz 
Echols attached.”’ 

“Did you ever see this stock before?” 
(Exhibiting Westview cemetery stock and 
East Atlanta Land Company stock. 

“T believe I did.’”’ 

“Who did you get them from?”

Thus it is seen that if the city council should 
decide to pave South Pryor with the brick 
pavement it will give it a pavement that is 
more costly than the average street has, 
and yet not so costly as that which has 
been put on Peachtree.

“SWAMP FOX” DID IT) 


Detective Bill Jones and an Atlanta 
Traveling Man 


SOLVE THE ELLAVILLE BANK ROBBERY 


Detective Jones Makes a Neat Pile, anda 
Drummer Scores a Point-—The 
Cashier Contesses. 


Detective Bill Jones, otherwise known as 
the “Swamp Fox,” and Mr. R. J. Wiles, 
traveling representative of the Herring-Mar- 
Vin safe, 34 West Alabama street, this city, 
have solved the Ellaville bank robbery and 
created a huge sensation thereby. 

News of the shrewd work of these two 
vell-Known Atlanta gentlemen reached the 
city yesterday in communications trom both 


of them and the story of their work is one’ 


that reads like a cleverly constructed piece 
of fiction. 

Mr. Jones was working in the interest of 
the bank to detect the despoilers, and Mr. 
Wiles was trying to tind out how one of the 
safes sold by his company came to yield to 
the expert work of a safe blower. This 
work led to unexpected results. 

The safe of the Planters’ bank, of Ella- 
ville, Ga., was blown open Sunday night, 
and the entire amount of cash contained in 
it was taken. The bank books showed that 
exactly $7,609 was in the safe when it was 
closed by w.ne cashier Saturday night. This 
sum represented a large number of small 
deposits made by the people of Llilavilie, 
merchants and others. 

There was little clue to the safe blowers. 
Tracks of two men were found around the 
bank building, and from one of the tracks It 
appeared that tne owner of the foot that 
made it was considerably down at the heels. 
A tine rifle, the property of Cashier James 
kd Clark, was taken by the robbers. 

The robbery caused great excitement at 
Ellaville, and was the final death blow to 
the banking institution, which had been se- 
riously mjured by a faulty ioan made to 
some Americus parties a year ago. ‘The 
peopie were greatly exercised over the rob- 
bery, as many of them had money in the 
bank. A reward of $500 was offered for the 
robbers by the county commissioners. 

This stimulated a number of detectives to 
work on the case. Detective Bill Jones was 
telegraphed to and he went at once. Mr. Lb. 
i. Smith, of Atlanta, local’ representative 
of the HerringMarvin safes, was greatly 
puzzled over the blow up, and on Monday 
morning he dispatched Mr. R. J. Wiles to 
Kllaville to look into the matter, which to 
him, even at this distance, looked fishy. 

Mr. Wiles is an expert in the safe busi- 
ness, and after looking at the dismantied 
safe in the Ellaville bank, he ventured the 
positive opinion that it had been robbed be- 
fore being blown open. This @/as evident to 
a practiced eye. The wreck was not as 
complete as it would have been had the 
work been done from the outside. It seem- 
ed very evident that the door had been 
opened and the powder necessary tu blow it 
off its hinges placed inside. To this powder 
a fuse was attached. 

This was in line with some very material 
discoveries made by the shrewd eye of De- 
tective Bill Jones. He had worked to great 
efiect, and it was but a short while before 
his foxy eye was directed with suspicious 
gaze to the cashier, James E. Clark. Ah 
Ellaville was amazed vesterday morning 
when Detective Jones culminated his fine 
piece of work by arresting Clark. 

Clark has been cashier of the bank since 
its organization and stood high. He had 
the full confidence of Mr. W. D. Murray, 
the president, who is well Known as an ex- 
member of the state senate. lt was. re- 
ceived with astonishment when Clark con- 
fessed having taken the money from the 
safe. He said that he extracted the cash, 
placed the powder inside, and then bolted, 
not locking the door. 

A large part of the money was recovered 
and returned to the bank officials. Clark 
was terribly cast down over his disgrace 
and swallowed a large dose of laudanum. 
It was thought inat he could not be saved, 
but after hard work, he was brought 
around.* 

Mr. Wiles telegraphed a long statement 
of the affair to Mr. B. F. Smith, who fur- 
nished it to the press. Detective Jones 
will pull in a fine reward for his clever work 
in the case.
